and Scrivner was pinned under the 
car and arrested by Fort Worth 
officers. Scrivner confessed and

Ben Luna walked into the police 
station late today and surrendered. 

Luna was accompanied by Lee 
Perkinson, local attorney, who also 
was with Rowan at the 
latter was taken into custody.

The crusade was featured by the 
appeaance of city policemen on the 
job with physicians who were en- 
gaged in the vaccination, the offi- 
cers accompanying workers in order 
to assure compliance with the ordi- 
nance on tnoculation. 

Dr. Kennedy stated Monday aft- 
ernoon that only bables under three 
months of age will be exempted 
from vaccination, that Is, of course, 
with the exception of those who cer

Dr. Kennedy declared that while 
parents will not be forced to submit 
them to vaccination, such a step 
would be best for the baby and for 
all concerned if it were not post- 
poned. 

“We do not enjoy scratching any 
‘baby’s arm,” he stated, “but we 
know that the vaccination of a baby 
is milder and accompanied by less 
trouble than at any stage of life.

Washington, January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Representatives of the com- 
mercial interests and shippers of 
twenty-seven south Atlantic, gulf 
and Mississippi valley states will 
gather in Washington Wednesday 
and Thursday, January 19 and 20, 
to voice their determination to in- 
sist upon the continuance of equal 
export freight rates to all Atlantic 
and gulf ports, and their approval 
of the extension and the mainte- 
nance of new foreign trade routes. 

These reprefentatives will come 
to Washington as delegates to 
meetings of the South Atlantic 
States association and the Missis- 
sippi Valley association. The. for- 
mer will meet at Hotel Washington, 
while the latter will assemble at 1 
the he ake dene.

jointly, it is said, upon export 
freight rate and new foreign trade 
route questions and other matters 
of mutual concern. 

Indorse Merchant Marine. 

One of the purposes of the meet- 
ings is for the two bodies fo ap- 
point delegations to call per- 
sonally upon Senator Wesley 
L. Jones, of. Washington, 
chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on commerce of the mer- 
chant marine act, and upon 
Admiral W. W. Benson, chairman of 
the United States shipping board, 
to indorse the efforts of the sen- 
ator and the admiral to further the 
cause of a great American mer- 
chant marine through equitable ex- 
port freight rates to all, ports, with- 
out discrimination, and through the 
establishment of new foreign trade 
routes. 

It is predicted that the meetings 
of the two organizations, together 
with a meeting to be held at the 
same time by the midwest-gulf- 
south Atlantic foreign trade and 
transportation committee, will de- 
vélop a determined attitude against 
the proposed -efforts of eastern 
railroad trunk lines to cancel the 
existing export freight rates to 
south Atlantic ports. 

The present export freight rates, 
establshed by the United States 
railroad administration in Decem- 
ber, 1919, put all Atlantic ports on 
an equal footing for the first time 
in more than fifty years, and re- 
sulted in opening to overseas traf- 
fic ten south Atlantic and gulf 
ports, many of which had thereto- 
fore virtually been closed because 
of the old prohibitive export freight 
rates to those outlets. 

In conjunction with the insist- 
ence upon the continuance of the 
existing export freight rates, which 
are declared to be fair to all At- 
lantic ports, both north and south, 
the organizations which will meet 
here next week also, it is asserted, 
will stand squarely ‘behind Senator 
Jones and Admiral Benson in their 
advocacy of new foreign trade 


routes, specifically provided for in 
the merchant marine act. 


Oppose Unrestricted Sale. 


Opposition to the unrestricted 
sale of government owned ships, 
proposed by Martin J. Gillen, for-

And even if I should get out 
this trouble, even if my wife 
should forgive me, even if 1 did 
everything a man could do to make 
right a wrong he’s done, I'd al- 
ways feel that I was likely to be 
killed any minute. And I couldn’t 
rrotect myself, either.

Senate Sets Aside Previ- 
ous Decision for 150,000 
Limit, While House Con- 
curs on Final Figure Set. 


ENLISTMENTS STOPPED 
TO EFFECT REDUCTIONS 


Present Strength of 225,- 
000 Will Shrink to Re- 
quired Figure Through 
Discharges in 16 Months, 
Is Belief. 


Washington, January 17.—Con- 
gress voted today to limit the size 
of the regular army to 175,000 en- 
listed men. 

The senate by a vote of 41 to 33 
set aside its decision of last week 
to reduce the army to 150,000 men 
and then without a record vote 
adopted the original joint resolution 
of Senator New, republican, Indi- 
ana, directing the secretary of war 
to stop recruiting until the army 
is cut to 175,000 men. 

The house ten minutes later 
adopted a joint resolution spon- 
sored by Chairman Kahn, of its mil- 
itary affairs committee, also direct- 
ing the secretary of war to cease 
enlistments until there are not more 
than 175,000 enlisted men in the 
re ular establishment. The house 
vote was 285 to 4, only Representa- 
tives Bee, Texas; Blackmon, Ala- 
bama, and Coady, Maryland, demo-

Almost Identical. 

The resolutions adopted by the 
two houses are almost identical in 
their provisions, each providing 
that the 175,000 limit shall not pre- 
vent the re-enlistment of men who 
have served one or more enlist- 
ments in the military service. The 
language of the two measures, how- 
ever, differs somewhat and either 
the senate or the house will send 
its resolution to conference for re- 
arrangement. Action by the joint 
conference committee of the two 
houses is expected to be taken 
speedily and the resultant measure 
to the president. 3 

The action of the two houses was 
taken against the recommendations 
of war departments heads and Gen- 
eral Pershing. 

No reason for the change was an- 
nounced, but some senators said pri- 
vately that they believed President 
Wilson would sign a-resolution plac- 
ing the future army at 175,000 men, 
but would not approve a smaller 
number. 

Enlistments to Stop. 

Enlistments in the regular army 
will stop until it has been reduced 
in strength to 175,000 men. The 
army now has 225,000, and it is 
figured the reduction will be ac- 
complished gradually through dis- 
charges in approximately sixteen 
months. 

The army reorganization bill, un- 
der which Baker bas been increas- 
ing the army, provided for 280,000 


men. It was clai however, that 
funds were ap ted for but 
175,000, and that there Was an un- 
derstanding the army was not to be 
larger than this. 

en Secretary Baker, replying 
to examinations of committees, said 
the law made it. mandatory for him 
to recruit to the strength sti > 
lated, the movement to order en!

New York, January 17.—Both long 
term creditsand investments in Eu- 
ropean securities are called for by 
the present situation to supplement 

nary banking activities in ef- 
cting the economic and financial 
rehabilitation of foreign countries, 
Governor Harding,.of the federal 
reserve board; declared in an ad- 
dress here tonight before a group 
meeting of the New York State 
Bankers’ association. 

Speaking on “Working Back to 
Normal,” Governor Harding assert- 
ed that whatever danger of crisis 
there may have been is passed and 
that a bright future is ahead to 
be attained through hard and in- 
telligent work. 

Production must continue if the 
country is to prosper, the governor 
said, but surplus production must be 
disposed of by sale to foreign coun- 
tries. Under present conditions, he 
continued, many countries cannot 
pay for goods in the usual man- 
ner, and “it is necessary that we 
should devise new means of financ- 
ing our foreign trade.“ 

European Trade Vital. 

Continuance of trade with Eu- 
rope is vital, Governor Harding de- 
clared, and the maintenance of “the 
trade relationship of other coun- 
tries with Europe,” is scarcely less 
tmportant. 

“Otherwise there will be a con- 
stant tendency,” the vernor ex- 
plained, “toward the accumulation 
here of goods, principally raw mate- 
rials, from those countries which | 
have been in the habit of selling 


to Brrope, but which Ä 
count, of ron. e, Et

credit, are shipping to ine United 
States in order to sell for cash.” 

Referring to the unsettled ex- 
change situation, he said that “in 
the present circumstances it would 
be vain to expect to finance our 
exports to Europe by means of short 
time bankers’ credits.” 

Revived Cerporation. 

“The war finance corporation has 
been reviséd,” he added, “and sub- 
ject to act creating it, it is author- 
ized to extend credits in export 
transactions, but it is evident that 
New agencies must Be resorted to 
in order to furnish HBurope with 
long time credit which Is so essen- 
tlal for her rehabilitation and for 
her continuance as a potential buyer 
in the world’s markets.” 

Foreign trade financing compa- 
Lies incorporated under the Edge 
act are already in operation under 
federal supervision, Governor Har- 
ding said; and should their opera- 
tions prove successful, the forma- 
tion of others is to be expected.

Answer by Mayor.

Visiting edi- 
tors from eVery state in the union 
will attend the convention in Flori- 
da, and it is the plan of the Geor- 
gia newspaper publishers to enter- 
tain them for one day either in Ma- 
con or Atlanta, the place to be 
decided later. The entertainment 
committee, who will look after the 
details, will be appointed by the 
president with authority to act, a 
resolution having been adopted to 
that effect shortly before adjourn- 
ment. If the visitors are given a 
big time it will do a great deal to 
aid in the “Advertise Georgia” cam- 
paign, which is now being waged, 
it is claimed. 

The annual meeting of the asso- 
clation wil] be held at Washington, 
probably on the last Monday in June, 
} though the date is to be determined 
upon by the executive committee. 

A resolution introduced by John 
Jones, editor of The LaGrange Re- 
porter, who is also state senator 
from the thirty-seventh senatorial 
district, pledging the co-operation of

THE, SODA HABIT. 
Probably more than one-third of 
pl] victims of so-called “indigestion” 
or acid “dyspepsia” who have the 
habit of taking saleratus or baking 
soda, or some other alkali which 
affords temporary relief, have wi- 
cers of the stomach or .duodenum. 
I do not mean that the soda or 
other alkali has anythin to do 
with the causation of the ulcer, but 
merely that the ulcer (four times 
out of five it is in the duodenum, 
that portion of the small intestine 
just below or beyond the lower 
opening of the stomach, rather than

of the “indigestion” or “dyspepsia” 
of which the troublesome Seldity is 
one symptom. 

Acidity, or rather excessive acid- 
ity (hyperchlorhydria) of the stom- 
ach is a frequent expressibn of 
Salistones, of chronic ndicitis, 
and of pure worry, as well as ulcer. 
Moreover, an ulcer may occur in 
the stomach or in the duodenum 
without any excessive acidity, or 
even with a diminished secretion 
of the natural hydrochioric acid of 
digestion. 

These soda fiends probably do 
themselves no harm at all, in so 
far as the effects of the soda or 
the magnesia or whatever alkali 
may be concerned. The only objec- 
tion to the habit is that It 
to keep the victim from seeking in- 
telligent treatment which offers at 
least a three-to-one chance of giv- 
ing permanent relief or cure. 

I do not advise anyone to take 
soda or other alkalis in any dose 
tor any condition. I merely say 
that the use of such alkalis is prob- 
ably harmless in itself. do advise

of the taxable 2883 is not deducti- 
ble. For a debt to be recognized 
as a bad debt, the taxpayer must 
furnish proper evidence that it is 
uncollectible and that legal action 
redueing the claim to judgment 
would not result in the satisfaction 
of execution thereon. Banktuptey 
may or may not be an {ndication of 
worthlessness, and in many bank- 
ruptcy cases the debt cannot be 
ascertained to be worthless until the 
final adjudication and settlement of 
the bankrupt estate. When a debt 
was charged off in one year, and 
a bankruptcy process is terminated 
in a later year showing that the 
debt was worthless, the taxpayer 
cannot shift the deduction to the 
later year. Dede existing prior 
to March 1, 191%, can be deducted 
only to the amount of their value 
on that gate if such debts become 
worthless. If a taxpayer values his 
notes or accounts receivable ar 
their fair market value when re- 
ceived (which may be less than 
face value) ad such accounts de- 
come worthless, he cannot deduct 
more an such original valuation: 
this rule applies, of course, to pur- 
chasers of accounts receivable, put 
if the seller guarantees the pay- 
ment of the account, then no de- 
ductions can be made. 

Worthless debts arising out of 
unpaid wages, salaries, rents, ete., 


cannot be dedueted unless the in- 
come represented by such debts has 
been included in the tax return of 
the year when the deduction is 
claimed, or in a prior year. 

The amount of a bad debt de- 
ductible is limited to the unrecov- 
erable portion thereof, in the event 
that partial recovery is had or has 
been guaranteed. Where mort- 
caged property is foreclosed to sat- 
isfy a debt, and the mortgagee buys 
in the property and credits the in- 
debtedness with the purchase price, 
the difference between the indebt- 
ness and the purchase price is not 
allowable deduction, since the prop- 
erty stands in place of the debt: 
only when the property is again 
sold can the loss, if any, be de- 
ducted. The principle holds except 
in case where @ purchase money 
mortgage is foreclosed by the ven- 
dor of the property; however, 
where a purchaser for less than the 
debt is another than the mortgagee, 
the difference between the debt and 
the net proceeds from the sale may 
de deducted as a bad debt. 


Bonds that were purchased prlor 
to March 1, 1913, and have depre- 
clated in value on that date, that 


later became worthless and were 
charged off, may be deducted as 
bad debts in an amount equal to 
the March 1, 1913, value. Bonds pur- 
chased after February 2@ 1913, tha 
became worthless, may be deducte 
at their cost price, but not ex- 
ceeding their amortized value if 
bought at a premium. Bonds of an 
insolvent corporation, where noth- 
ing has been recovered at foreclos- 
Wi. are deductible as a bad debt 
nüt later than the year of the fore- 
closure sale, and no deduction- is al- 
lowable in a subsequent year. To es- 
tablish the deductibility of notes 
held prior to March 1, 1913, the 
value on that date must be -estab- 
sed. (Arts. 151, 152, 153 and 154, 
Reg.

BY AUTO DECISION 


Does Not Pass on Cars, 
Stolén From Owners, 
and Afterwards Used to 
Haul. Liquor. ; 


Carrying nation-wide signifi- 
cance because of hundreds of sim- 
ilar cases pending in the. various 
federal courts throughout the 
country, and probably having an 
important effect, | in the opinion of 
automobile men, on the policy of 
selling automobiles on the install- 
ment plan, a decision was rendered 
Monday by the United States su- 
preme court in Washington in the 
test case brought by J. W. Gold- 
smith, Jr., Atlanta automobile deal- 
er, in which it was ruled that au- 
tomobiles used in the transporta- 
tion of liquor are subject to con- 
fiscation, regardless of the fact 
that a person innocent of contra- 
vening the law may hold an equity 
in the machine. , 

The decision, however, does not 
go into the question of whether or 
not the fee simole owners of cars 
hich are stolen and subsequently | 
confiscated while used by the 
thieves in hauling whisky, shall 
lose their cars by such confisca- 
tion. The Constitution’s Washing- 
ton correspondent was informed 
Monday night by the clerk of the 


supreme court that a decision would 
necessarily have to be made upon 
a specific case of the kind be- 
fore that question could be defi- 
nitely settled. 


Might Lose Interest. 


According to the decision, an au- 
tomobile Gealer who retains part 
ownership in a car by virtue of hav- 
ing sold it on the installment plan 
could be deprived of his interest 
in the machine through court con- 
fiscation, if the purohaser, even 
though unknown to the dealer, 
were apprehended hauling booze. 

The test case arose out of the 
seizure of a ¢ar purchased by J. C. 
Thompson, of Atlanta, from J. W. 
Goldsmith, Jr., on the installment 
Dilan. At the time of the seizure, 
when 54 gallons of whisky were 
found in the car, $800 was still 
due on the car, 

The car was condemned in the 
United States district court for hav- 
ing been used for transporting 
whisky, in violation of the nation- 
al prohibition act. Under the de- 
cisfon of Monday, the car belongs 
to the government, regardless of 
Mr. Goldsmith’s equity. 

Mr. Goldsmith claimed he did not 
know that the machine was to be 
used for blockade running, but the 
government contended that when 
he trusted his property to another 
he assumed the risk of loss from 
whatever cause it might occur. 

Would Aid Bootleggers. 


It was pointed out, upon receipt 
the substance of the decision in 
Atlanta that it would be an 
vantage to pootleggers to buy mo- 
tor cars on time, and thut stand a 
lesser chance of loss in case of ap- 
prehension, 

Attorneys Cam Dorsey and Lin- 
ton Hopkins and the law firm of 
Bell & Ellis, all of Atlanta, rep- 
resented the automobile dealer in 
the case.

The scale was formulated by a 
bureau of experts established by 
the companies, as provided by law. 
and submitted to Commissioner 
Wright.

does not sanction lawlessness in 
any form,” says Colonel Simmons, 
“and most certainly it is not to be 
used as an agency of wrong or in- 
justice. If any member of this or- 
ganization has so far forgotten his 
oath as to lend himself to any move- 
ment that interferes with the right 
of any person of any race or creed 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, that member, If his iden- 
ity becomes known, will be imme- 
lately banished from the order.

Traction securities were the feature of both the stock and bond 
market, on expectations of better times based on the new administra- 
tion at Albany plus the bill now being drawn up for higher fares and 
the reduction in the cost of living. It is a fact that these securities 
suffered most in the liquidation of last year and 1919, and hence are 
entitled to a rise. Interborough Rapid Transit 5s, which sold down 
to 441-8 around the middle ot December, when there was some doubt 
as to whether the January interest would be paid. opened today at 
58, up 2 points, and then in the first hour touched 64%.

Brooklyn Rapid Transit was up 
from 11% to nearly 14, while Third Avenue was up 4. points to 17, and 
the 5 per cent income bonds of the New York City railways, which 
operates the surface lines, were up 7% points. 

Copper shares also did better early in the day on rumors that 
there was to be a merger of Kennecott, Chile, Ray Consolidated, Ne- 
vada, and Cheno. Before noon, however, it was learned that insiders 
had their doubts as to whether the Sherman law would permit the 


proposed consolidation, as these companies control more than 51 


per cent of the country’s copper output. 

United Fruit, which closed at 20534 Saturday, opened at 103% 
ex the 100 per cent stock dividend. This allowing for the dividend
